In a statement the Attorney-General 
carefully explains his suit is not an 


attempt to fix rates, and says it is an’) 


attempt to punish the railroads for en- 
tering into a conspiracy to regulate 
rates. 

“The information in quo warranto,”’ 
said the Attorney-General, ‘‘is to for- 
feit the charters or licenses of the rail- 
roads, or, in ligu thereof, to fine each 
of them for violating the Constitution 
and laws of the State by entering into a 
conspiracy to fix and control both pas- 
senger and freight rates, -thus avoiding 
free and indepehdent competition — be- 
tween competing lines.’’ 

Mr. Major left Jefferson City for Kan- 
sas City immediately after filing the suit 
and making public a statement regard- 
ing it.

UnY DENOUNCES 
ALL PUNISHMENT 


Judge Rebukes Head of Com- 
mission Firm as an Un- 
worthy Citizen. 


Disapprova! of all punishment for 
crime and of existing penal systems, 
especially the St. Louis Workhouse, 


keeps August Mueller of 5055 Kensing- 
ton avenue from being able*to sit aga 
fair and impartial juror in a criminal 
court. He gave that as a reason for 
asking that he be dismissed when he 
Was called as one of a panel to try a 
second-degrec murder case’ in Judge 
Fisher's court Tuesday. 

Judge Fisher rebuked him for his 
stand as not being a proper one for a 
good citizen, and directed that his name 
be stricken forever from the St. Louis 
jury lists. 

“I would be prejudiced against the 
State,’ Mr. Muelle: told Judge Fisher, 
“for I couldn’t send a man to the Work- 
house or. the penitentiary as they are 
conducted at this time.” 

Mr. Mueller, who is president of the 
A. Mueller Commission Co., and a 
member of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
stated his opinions about penal institu- 
tious and penal laws to a Post-Dispatcn 
reporter Wednesday. He said: 

“The {first thing the State officers 
sheuld do after a man is arrested, 
charged with a crime, is to investigate 
his record, to see why he became a 
criminal and, if the fault is found to 
lie with the man’s parents, the object 


of the State should be solely to correct 


the mistakes and errors that man suf- 
fered from in childhood—not to punish 
him. 

“Penal institutions should not be run 
for money-making purposes, either by 
labor inside the walls or the contract 
system, A!l the surroundings and the 
treatment of the prisoners, as far as 
potsible, should be for the purpose of 
improving the moral and intellectual 
condition of the prison ipmates. 

“I would think I had done a great 
wrong to send a man to the St. Louis 
Workhouse, 
a relic of barbarism. It is a disgrace 
the way human beings are herded to- 
gether‘ there. 

“The State ought to try to reform pe- 
nal prisoners, not merely to confine 
them. I don't think it right to send a 
Mah to prison for two or ten or any 
other specified number of years. I think 
he ought to be kept a prisoner just as 
long as he, at liberty, would be danger- 
ous to society or a menace to public 
order, and no Jonger. When the author- 
ities are satisfied that he would not be

St. Louis’ Coliseum is unsurpassed in its 
possession of all the qualities necessary 
to a perfect music auditorium, Dvorak's 
splendid composition, ‘‘krom the New 
World,” an inspired American symphony 
by an inspired Russian composer, had 
been added to the program and inter- 
preted by the Damrosch players with 
consummate artistry. 

Litst’s exquisite “Hungarian Rhap- 
sody No. 1’ had also been played, that 
finely characteristic score of the dream- 
ful Abbe in all of whose creations in 
music a haunting melancholy underlies 
the dominant strain and wrings the 
heart with its appeal of human sadness.

Official Plays Grim Joke on 
Decedent Who Had De- 
frauded Government. 


If George Washington Taylor, late of 
Alton, were alive and could_ survive 
until the year 2007, he could begin draw- 
ing a pension of $12 a month as a Union 
veteran more than 62 years old. But 
Taylor has been dead two months. 
Pension Agent Befit of Chicago was 
not aware of Taylor's death when he 
wrote a letter addressed to the veteran, 
received at the Taylor home in East 
End place, Alton, Wednesday. The pen- 
sion agent penned this grim joke: 


“You are hereby notified that you are 
granted a pension of $12 a month, under 
the law pensioning all veterans over 62 
years old, but—— (here Bent draws a 
long dash) on account of your having 
defrauded the: Government out‘ of pen- 
sion ‘money heretofore, no voucher can 
be issued to you until after the year 

Taylor died as a Federal prisoner in 
the workhouse at Peoria, Ill., five days 
after he began serving a sentence on 
conviction of having made a false affi- 
davit to obtain a pension. 


Defrauded Pension Bureau. 


For 20 years he had drawn a pension 
for blindness. The first three years he 
drew $72 a month. For the remaining 17 
years his monthly voucher was for $100. 
Taylor made affidavit that he was 
kicked by an army horse near Ironton, 
Mo., during the war, while in service 
as a soldier, and that he was,blind as a 
result of the kick. 

It-was discovered that he was not 
blind. Taylor defended himself by say- 
ing he was blind at times, but could 
see at other times. 

Justice of the Peace Barnett Nathan 
of Alton, who has been looking after 
Taylor's affairs, figured out Wednesday 
that the money received from the Gov- 
ernment on the weteran’s affidavit of 
blindness would require 98 years, or ‘un- 


Pension Agent Bent evidently figured it 
out accurately when he informed the 
dead man that he could begin drawing 
his $12 a month after the Government 
has reimbursed itself by keeping 
payments for the next 98 years.

In Boston 6n April 6th the lNquor 
problem was discussed at the dinner of 
the Ecoromic Club by Professor A. R. 
HMation of Western. Reserve University, 
Mr. Nortnan Hapgood, Sevrretry Fox of 
the United Brewers’ Association, and 
Professor Munsterberger of Harvard. 
Some of the opinions of these expert 
gentlemen may be interesting to the 
Weekly's readers. 

Professor Hatton regarded the liquor 
problem as the most difficult that con- 
fronts civilized governments. ft is a 
political rroblem, he thought, relating 
mostly to cities, but he’ was for loca) 
option inside of the cities by wards 
or districts, and for Iimitation of the 
number of saloons. Norman Hapgood 
found himself inciined to favor pror 
nibition outside the cilies, but argued 
for the Gothenberg system of liquor- 
selling as most effective in diminishing 
it. Professor Munsterberg has come to 
be known as a defender of alcohol, but 
he is not so much that as a critic of the 
means in favor to abate the damage 
that alcohol does. As to that damag* 
he has no delusion. He said at the 
Economic Club meeting: 

I have daily halt a dozen letters from people 
begging to be cured of the liquor habit, and I 
know something of the misery that follows it. 
I have no doubt that the prohibition movement 
is about to spread all over the United States, 
and) 1 see the gravest danger in that fect, 
because it will lead to a reaction in the di- 
rection of intemperance; that which is really 
needed is education for true temperance. 

Intemperance is the most important cause 
for insanity, nervous diseases, crime, idiocy, 
and the roin of the next generation. There 
ought not to be any doubt that for all nervous 
and psychopathic persons abstinence is the only 
course; moreover, alcohol for young people 
oight to be prohibited. 

But he held that prohibition is the 
worst eneiny of sound education against 
liquor. Neither was he of Brother Hap- 
goods opinien that’ prohibition 
pretty well outside of the big cities. 
As to that he sald: 

I absolutely deny that we can say prohibi- 
tion is a success in certain States just because 
alédhol has disappeared from them, wnless 
we can also compare the mental 
of those States and find the kind of relief 
sought there.
